The Marvelous Soy Bean 
istory reveals that the present period, 

marvelous as it is for invention and develop- 
ment, is indebted to ancient China for basic 
ideas which slumbered for centuries before 
progressive individuals discovered their worth, 
experimented, and eventually developed untili- 
ties that long since have become commonplace 
in their usage. 

_ One of the latest objects of ancient Chinese 
value adopted by the United States and which 
has since skyrocketed into one of our principal 
productions, because of its multiplicity of 
usages, is the soy bean, the first mention of 
which was recorded in 2838 B. C. by a Chinese 
emperor. 

In China for centuries the soy bean has 
been both meat and milk, the “milk” being 
extracted by a simple process of soaking and 
boiling the beans in water, the product being 
rich, creamy and high in food value; the 
Tesidue after this process became the “meat,” 
high in protein and food value. 

The soy bean came to America from China 
in 1804 when a few sacks were tossed aboard 
a sailing vessel as emergency food for the crew, 
but it was not until the early 1900’s that con- 
structive attention was accorded this valuable 
article of food, commerce and manufacture. 
It was the period whén cover crops and “green 
manure” were interesting agriculturists, and 
the soy bean was tried out for this purpose with 
good results. Somebody permitted a small crop 
of the soys to mature and used them as stock 
feed: animals thrived on them, and the acre- 
age of soy beans began to increase to a measur- 
able extent. Nutritionists then began to inves- 
tigate the ancinet Chinese food article, and 
their findings started a soy bean vogue that 
has grown by leaps and bounds. 

Today oil from the soy bean is used in 
making margarine; the bean is being ground 
into flour, so we already have soy bean bread, 

nd soy bean breakfast foods are making an 
appearance. As steaks and other meats become 
scarcer and point values higher, the unrationed 
soy bean may volunteer for butcher-shop 
duty. Although its flavor is decidedly different 
from that of steak, its protein value is said to 
be more than twic® as great. Plans are under 
way for a rapid-feeding program for re-occu- 
pied countries in Europe where high-protein, 
cuick-building foods will be necessary, and the 
plan is to fortify native food articles with soy 
bean products. 

Commercial outlets for soy beans include 
paints, varnishes and glues; sizing for women’s 
hose is made of soy beans, and the automobile 
industry has made horns, steering wheels and 
gear shift handles from soy bean plastics. Leci- 
thin, another product of this many duty article, 
s used as a stabilizer in ethyl gasoline. Nore- 
pol. a synthetic rubber made from the versatile 
bean, may appear soon in shoe heels, gaskets 
and fruit jar rings, and the day may not be 
far distant when a portion of the rubber- 
hungry American motorists will ride on soy 
bean tires. 

In 1900 only a few thousand bushels of soy 
beans were grown on scattered farms as feed 
and fertilizer, now the crop covers more than 
ten million acres, with the 1943 production 
exceeding last year's 200,000,000-bushel crop 
by approximately seven per cent, Traders on 
the exchanges of the nation now deal in soy 
beans along with wheat and corn, and there 
are enthusiasts who predict its production will 
some time vie with the familiar cereals for 
leadership, for the soy bean is fast becoming 
one of the nation’s most valuable crops. At 
present the bulk of the crop is produced in the 
wheat and corn areas of the west, but it thrives 
in the southeast, so it provides another fine 
crop for the farmers of this section.

Beware! 

Signs and portents reveal that one of the 
most dangerous phases of the war in Europe, 
for the United Nations, is rapidly approach- 
ing. That is the period when the Germans 
will seek peace. German objective will be a 
peace under which they can retain many of 
the gains in territory they now hold and under 
conditions which will permit them to spend 
the next few years m re-arming, re-establish- 
ing their war factories and rebuilding their 
transportation systems.

The Germans will set the stage cleverly. 
Recent reports which indicate Adolf Hitler 
has been relegated to a solely political role, 
with Army officers in charge of the war di- 
rection, smack of the first moves in such a 
stage setting. 

When they are ready they will say Hitle 
has been shorn of power. They may even 
“abolish” the Nasi party. Some new figure- 
heads, carefully trained for their roles, will be 
carefully spotlighted. These will be men who 
proclaim they represent the “peace-loving, de- 
cent” element in the German population. They 
will avow democratic principles. They will sug- 
gest there is no need for further slaughter; 
they will appeal to us to “be reasonable.” 

If we fall for that trick, we will deserve the 
inevitable result. That will be another, and a 
worse, war in a few years. Germany will con- 
sider cessation of hostilities only an armistice, 
no matter how gullibly we may accept it as last- 
ing peace. 

Let us not listen, for one moment, to such 
tricks and lies of German “diplomacy.” There 
is only one way the war can end. In uncondli- 
tional surrender. After, let it be hoped, our 
fighting men have driven deep into the heart 


of Germany proper and after our bombers have 


taught the people of that war-mongering land 
a lesson in destruction, death and suffering 
that they will not forget for many generations.

Ickes Agrees 

“The power and reclamation programs of 
this department and the TVA on the Columbia, 
Colorado and Tennessee river systems will never 
result in full industrialization pf those areas 
so long as rail freight rates favor the east.” 

That quotation is from a letter written by 
Secretary of the Interior Ickes to Senator 
Stewart, of Tennessee. Elsewhere in the letter 
the cabinet member asserts the necessity for 
a “re-examination and revision of the freight- 
rate structure” for the “equalization of in- 
dustrial opportunity for all sections of the 
country.” 

Of course the south has known for years of 
the inequity of the freight rates as they exist. 
There has been some improvement, here or 
there, in recent years. The efforts put forth by 
southern leaders have not been without result. 
It is still true, however, that the complete re- 
vision of rates which must be achieved if the 
south and the west are ever to enjoy equality 
in this respect with the favored east, is still 
to be made. 

The necessities of war industry have scat- 
tered war plants in all parts of the nation. 
There will be effort, after the war is done, 
to turn such plants into peacetime operation. 
If products made in the south and the west 
are to compete on equal terms with those from 
the factories of the east, at least insofar as 
shipment costs are concerned, the injustice 
now in existence in the freight rate structure 
must be wiped out. 

These rate inequities are a survival of the 
day when the highly industrialized and power- 
fully capitalized east looked upon the south as 
an area of colonial status only. Today we have 
learned that the nation must be placed upon 
a basis of full equality of opportunity, regard- 
less of section and political conditions, Other- 
wise the nation as a whole cannot fail to suffer.

On numerous occasions during his long and 
distinguished career, Senator Walter F. George, 
of Georgia, chairman of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee, has given evidence that he is not merely 
a politician, but is a statesman who has the in- 
terest of his nation and his state at heart. He has 
been successful in a political way, but he has not 
been guilty of many of the sharp tricks that are 
common to many who hold public office. 

At times it has seemed that Senator George 
was giving little or no thought to so conducting 
himself as to win or lose votes. He has taken the 
broad, statesmanlike attitude on public questions. 
That the people of Georgia appreciate,his ability 
and his sound judgment is evidenced by the fact 
that he is re-elected to office when the time 
comes for him to offer as a candidate. 

Since his return to Georgia recently, in an 
interview for the press, he said he had given 
little thought to his chances of re-election next 
year and even less to the possibility that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt would be nominated again by the 
Democrats. 

The Georgia senator added this sane and 
sensible comment: “I don’t think there is any- 
thing inevitable about a fourth term—or for that 
matter, about a first, second or third term. Men 
in public life, from the President on down, should 
meet their heavy responsibilities at this time as 
well as they can meet them, without undue 
thought of politics in 1944, or thereafter. As long 
as the present job remains to be done, it is every 
man’s duty to think first of that.”

WASHINGTON PARADE

THEN—AND NOW WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—No greater 
tribute can be paid American industrial 
genius than by drawing a contrast between our war position today 
and what it was in a comparable period of the last World War. It 
graphically illustrates the exalted heights to which we have grown 
ae as a world power in the brief span of 25 years. 
It has now been almost exactly 20 months 
since Pearl Harbor, which is is only about a 
month longer than World War I lasted after 
we got in it. 

Caught unprepared in 1917, as we were on 
December 7, 1941, we fought the last war 
almost entirely on equipment furnished by our 
Allies—France and- Britain. Despite the vast 
aviation program launched in this country, we 
did not succeed in placing an American-made 
plane in the air over the battle front until a 
few days before the war ended. And this, 
according to President Roosevelt, who reviewed 
the situation at a recent White House press 

conference, was done only for the record. 
Practically all of our guns and equipment, except for light arms 
and ammunition, was provided us by our Allies. Our men were 
not even fully trained in the use of their equipment until they 
reached the other side. This necessitated a further delay in bring- 


_ing our troops into action. 


Now the contrasting situation is that today, after about the same 
length of preparation, we are not only supplying our troops with 
American-made equipment, which is acknowledged to be the finest 
and most modern the war has produced, but we have also become 
the arsenal for our Allies. ~ 


GIVEN LIE TO AXIS All of this is a reality in which every 


American may take the greatest pride. 


We have risen to the heights of our vaunted greatness. We have 


given the lie to the slurring charges of the Axis dictators that we 
were a decadent democracy. 

The vast machine which in peacetime had been employed in 
producing more utilitarian goods than any nation or group of 
nations in the world was easily converted to war purposes. Great 
industrial plants, like Ford and General Motors, not to mention 
scores of others in the same category, moved from the production 
of automobiles and electric refrigerators to planes, guns and tanks 
with the facility of shifting gears. 


DECISIVE FACTOR The same men and institutions which 
made America the pre-eminent indus- 
trial nation in peacetime have transformed us to the greatest poten- 
tial in war. There can be no doubt that future historians will credit 
American industrial genius with being the decisive factor in the 
war. Without the military goods we have produced, their quality 
no less than their quantity, the story might have been different. 
Civilization might have been set back a thousand years, 

But in giving the credit for our achievement, the part played in 
our preparations by government leaders must not be ignored. While 
it is true that we entered the war unprepared in a physical sense, 
that is by no means correct as to our theoretical plans. The War 
Department and other government agencies had in readiness as 
complete a set of blueprints on the needs and necessities for war 
as it seems possible for any nation to have devised. 

It was these comprehensive plans and blueprints that enabled 
us to shift from a peace basis to a war footing overnight. Without 
them we would have run into the same interminable complications 
that made our task so much more difficult in the last war. 


GAVE US YEAR’S START That represents the difference 

between our accomplishments 
today and the tedious progress we made 25 years ago. The presence 
of these military and industrial blueprints gave us a year’s start 
over the last war.

INVASION OF EUROPE LONDON, England.—(By Mail)— 

If you think you were the most 
interested in this country and England having a try at invading 
Europe, you are wrong. 

The most interested were Adolf Hitler and Company, Ltd. 

It is generally known here that what the 
Germans were hoping for, and trying to bring 
about, was invasion in force. 

Germany believed it would win the war— 
for Germany. . 

It is apparent that Germany has turned 
toward defensive thinking and planning. They 
had. hoped for an invasion. They were set for 
one.. They had held back some submarines, 
some ships, and many planes for the ex 
and hoped-for invasion, 

The plan was this— 

They knew that they could inflict heavy 
losses. They believéd they could repulse the 
first try. 

The plan then was to turn on the heavy 
guns of propaganda. They were to tell us and 
England that it was useless: that any second 
or third attempt would -bring more deaths, 
more wounded men. They would have said, in 

effect, “You see, it is impossible. Now, let’s make a peace.” The 
terms would have been fairly generous. 

Germany would have kept the peace long enough to build up 
her strength, to rearm, to organize the industries and transportation 
systems, and would then have come back to the war again. 

Germany wanted an invasion more than anyone else. 

This is not a theory, but a known fact, and acting on that fact 
the Allies have refused to be drawn into the German plan. They 
are following out the plan of bombing and of forcing the German 
planes further inland. The acquisition of Italy and air bases there 
will aid and facilitate that plan. 

Germany still is strong. She has kept her best planes and her 
best fighters and some of her best troops on the European frdnt. 
It now is known that during the height of the Tunisian campaign 
Germany drew some of her fighter ships and pilots out of Africa . 
and brought them to the European front. They were taking no 


chances, 

RUSSIAN CAMPAIGN It was not until Hitler was sure there 
would be no invasion that he turned 

to Russia. He fights two foes. One, the English and Americans, 

having failed to fall into his plans, he turned to Russia. 

I have talked with some of the Russian officials here. They 
ins{st that the Germans were tricked into an invasion. They found 
the lines apparently thin. They struck. The Russians had massed 
men and materials in another area—where they wished to attack— 
and when they had stopped the Germans they themselves began an 
attack. 

You know how very right is our plan to bomb the German 
industrial cities and their rail lines. The attrition is causing the 
Germans much trouble. Their factories are sure to be finding the 
going harder and harder. The pressure will grow tighter and tighter 
on the German factories 

In bombing such as the English do, that is at night, there is 
no telling what supply of critical materials might be wiped out. 
This, of course, in addition to the damage being done by our own 
precision bombing. That bombing really does the job. It gets to 
the target. The target area is very small, because of our bomb- 
sight and its precision possibilities, 

Things are not going too well for Germany. One of these days, 
late or soon, the walls will fall in. No one may say when. It must 
be remembered that in the first World War Germany put on an 
offensive in the spring which almost won them the war. 

So, no matter how impatiently we may await the invasion, it 
must be remembered those in charge know much more of what 
they face; much more of what to expect, than we do. 

If Hitler wants something very badly we would be fools to give 
it to him. 


LOSS OF LIFE We are losing men in this war and we will 

lose more. But I wonder how many persons 
are aware of what a much more skillful job we are doing in this 
war as compared with the last. The staff is determined to win this 
war with as little loss of life as possible, without, of course, holding 
up any legitimate war objective. We will not avoid an offensive 
because it means loss of life, but we will not go into anything with- 
out planning. 

We can do that because in this war we are working together 
with the English as a team. The invasion of Sicily was an illustra- 
tion. The bombing is another illustration. We bomb by day be- 
cause we have the best bombing plane in the world and the best 
bombsight for precision bombing. Our men like to bomb by day. 
They think it is safer. The English think it safer at night. Both 
get along fine. 

I dug into a book or so about the last war. The death rate in 
that war was at the rate of 10,000 men killed every day. That in- 
cluded all the armies on both sides. Ten thousand men were killed 
each day. It was a slaughter in which great masses of men charged 
machineguns and artillery without supporting tanks and often with- 
out adequate artillery support. 

In this war only the Russian front has seen the spilling of great 
quantities of blood. There the Germans have lost the flower of 
their infantry and many of their airmen. There the Russians have 
given up millions of lives. 

If we can knock out Italy, as may be done sooner than we think, 
we will have more airplane bases. We can begin to hammer away 
at more German factories and railway lines. We can draw the line 
tighter and tighter. 

When the time comes for invasion it will cost many less lives 
than had we gone in when Hitler wanted us to go. 

So, keep on your respective shirts. A lot of our greatest military 
minds are thinking for us. And doing, I must say, a good job.

Everybody seems to believe in “economic freedom,”. but appar- 
ently no two groups agree in defining it. 

To the Communist it means a good living for everybody—earned 
by the able and industrious and shared equally by the lazy and 
incompetent. 

To the old-fashioned American, it means the preservation of 
every man’s right to earn a decent living in fair competition—and 
make a fortune if he has the ability and luck. 

Only a few years ‘ago that right was taken for granted, and it 
was real. A young fellow could learn a trade or clerk in a store, 
save his money for a few years, and start a retail business or man- 
ufacturing plant of his own. Many of our great business concerns 
began that way. There was opportunity everywhere for a smart 
youngster who had ambition and a shoestring. 

But now the world of commerce and industry is dominated by 
big business. This is an era of national and international cartels— 
called big corporations or trusts or monopolies in America.

MOSCOW, Aug. 9.—(4’?)—Com- 
pleting a four-day inspection trip 
to Soviet tank factories and steel 
plants in the Urals, Admiral Wil- 
liam H. Standley, U. S. ambassa- 
dor, said tonight that “very ef- 
fective work is.being done” and 
that he was “very much impress- 
ed” by Russia’s eastern industries. 

The trip was the ambassador’s

first to the Ural region and one of 
the few such visits authorized by 
‘the Soviet government for foreign- 
ers. It was made in a special plane 
with Pullman bunks placed at the 
‘admiral’s disposal. by the U. S. 
| Navy. 

Standley is expected to make a| 


| number of similar trips in the So- | 


‘viet Union. 
Favorable Comparison. 

The ambassador inspected three 
of Russia’s greatest mdustries, the 
first two producing tanks and the 
third steel. One plant was almost 
entirely selfcontained, producing 
in its shops everything that goes 
‘into a tank from guns to rubber. 

It “compares favorably with the 
factories at home,” Standley de- 
clared. 

During his visit three newly-| 
completed tanks rolled off the as- 
sembly line under their own 
power. 

“An enormous amount of steel | 
is coming out of the steel plants,” 
Standley said. One is devoted en- 
tirely to taking ore from an “iron | 
mountain,” converting it into steel | 
and rolling it. It then is sent to) 
factories elsewhere. 

“The operation of that plant,” 
the ambassador declared, “also 
compares very favorably with 
plants at home.” 

“Everywhere we went they 
parently had an abundance of 
food,” Standley said. He saw enor- 
mous fields of potatoes and other 
crops the state farms are produc- 
ing for workers.

Movement: Hoist yourself off 
the floor until your weight is sup- 
ported on hands and heels, aim for 
the fat pad, and come down on it 
with a light thud—not too hard. 
There’s no use in bruising your- 
self. Hoist again, turn the hips 
slightly, and come down again. 
Keep turning and bumping for 
about 15 counts. 

A roll will take off a side hip 
bulge. 

Position: Lie on back on floor 
with arms stretched out on floor at 
sides, knees flexed and together, 
over chest. 

Movement: Twist at the waist 
and drop knees, keeping them to- 
gether, on floor at side. Hold it, 
come back to position and drop 
to other side. Continue for 10 
counts. 

For an all-around hip slimmer, 
do this semi-sitting roll. 

Position: Assume a semi-sitting 
position on floor with weight par- 
tially supported on hands and 
forearms at sides. Bend the knees 
and hold feet off floor, close to 
hips. Keep that position through- 
out the exercise. 

Movement: Give yourself a 
a shove with the right hand and 
roll away over on the side of the 
left hip and thigh. Then shove 
with the left hand and roll in 
opposite direction. This brings 
‘your weight down on sides and 
back of hips and thighs. 

Finally, to trim the inner thigh- 
line. 
| Position: Lie on back on floor 
'with knees bent and feet on floor, 
one about an inch ahead of the 
other. 
| Movement: Slap thighs togeth- 
|er briskly for 15 counts. This tones 
|the muscles and gives you nicer 
| lines.

NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—(4)—The

But today Rickey said he ac- 
cepted full responsibility for the 
slump of the team, which now has 
lost 10 straight and 13 of the last 
14, and explained that this was an 
unfortunate byproduct of his ef- 
forts to rebuild the club. 

I never could stand pat on a 
loser. I don’t want a second-place 
club, 1 want a first-place club and 
‘sooner or later I will have it,” he 
told the Associated Press. 

“I am perfectly willing to accept 
the responsibility for what has 
happened. I am sorry, naturally. 
I know it is the expectation of the 
fans that they should have a win- 
ning ball club. I am doing every- 
thing in my power to give them 
one. But I want to say that I 
have no other ambition than first 
place and will not be satisfied 
with anything less than a team in 
the world series. 

“T regret that it is sometimes 
necessary to change the identity of 
a club. This breaks ties of long 
standing between the fans and cer- 
tain players. But I repeat that this 
sometimes is necessary.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—(AP)—A cot- 
| ton crop of 12.558.000 bales of 500 pounds 
gross weight was forecast today by the 
Agriculture Department in its first pro- 
duction estimate of the season based on 
information gathered as of August 1. 

The Census Bureau tissued simu!lta- 
neously its first ginning report of the 
season showing that 108.653 running 
bales of lint cotton, counting round as 
half bales, had been ginned to August 1. 
Ginnings to that date last year totaled 
48.626 running bales. Two years ago the 
total to that date was 968 running 
bales. 

Production of cotton last year was 
bales, of 500 pounds gross 
weight: in 1941 it was 10,744,000 bales. 
and the average production in the ten 
years, 1932-41, was 12,474,000 bales. 

The area of cotton in cultivation on 
July 1 was 21,995,000 acres, compared 
with 23,302,000 acres a year ago, and 
25,508,000 acres, the 1932-41 ten-year aver- 
age. Allowoing the 2.0 per cent 10-year, 
1933-42 average abandonment from natu- 
ral causes from July 1 to time of har- 
vest, would leave 21,576,000 acres for 
harvest this year. compared with 22,602,- 
000 acres harvested last year. 22,236,000 
acres two years ago, and 26,389,000 acres. 
the 1933-42 ten-year average harvested 
acreage. 

The condition of the cotton crop on 
August 1 was reported at 79 per cent of 
a normal, compared with 79 a year ago, 
and 72, the 10-year, 1932-41, August 1 
average.
